None of the 
belligerenta, it may eafely be a3id, has fors considerable time past 
vo earnestly desired a retarn to pesce conditions aa hae Hangary, 
not only because she finda herself completely out of aympatby with 
the aime snd.objects. of Lustris and her partner Germany, .bat 
Decsase she realises that she haa nothing to gain therefrom. Indeed, 

' on the contrery, she has muvh to.lose from a continoance of the war. 
Austria, 29 seams to be the cass, does not greatly mind if her instita- 

’ tions become Germsnised, bat with Hungary it ies very. different 
matter, for the last wish that the Hangsrians are. likely to have realia- 
ed ies closer anion with Germany. To-day tbe rambliogs tbat
